James Davis sat on the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Railroad track in a drunken stupor 
as the east-bound train appeared. The en- 
gineer, blew his whistle, but he awoke to 
find his leg cut off below the knee.

The Electoral to Meet at Versailles.

PARIS, June 25.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The announcement of the death of Presi- 
dent Carnot was formally made in the 
Chamber of Deputies today by Premier 
} Dupuy, and in the Semate by M. Challemel- 
Lacour. The Chamber of Deputies was 
thronged to the utmost, and there was 
great’ excitement when Premier Casimir- 
Perier entered. -Bvery person present 
arose, and remained standing while the 
President of the Chamber of Deputies 
read M. Dupuy’s letter: making the formal 
announcement of the death of President 
Carnot, and adding that the whole of 
France was stupefied by the abominable 
crime. Dupuy also said: ‘ 
» “From all parts, expressions of emo- 
tion and sorrow are ‘arriving. France 
| weepe.at ‘the dons of the servant and 
upright citizen who carried with honor 
-and~ firmly the national flag, and who 
awakened in Europe feelings which show 
‘how great is the ordeal through which 
we are now passing. The republic will 
.ever remember President Carnot. All of 
our sympathies are with the family which 
mourns his l6ss, and which, like him, is 


| worthy of France. The whole country 


joins in the indignation felt at the 


* Casimir-Perier, after he had fin- 
ished reading, said: “The Chamber of 
Deputies and France associate themselves 
with these words. Let us bow respect- 
fully. before the tomb which closes over 
a life of devotion ‘to the fatherland and 
to the republic. France remains brave 
and strong in the day of national mourn- 
ing.”

Crowds of people during the morning 
and this afternoon have surrounded the 
palace where all the foreign ambassadors 
and ministers, Senators and Deputies, 
called during the day. The majority of 
the Deputies, after calling at the Elysees 
Palace, assembled at the Palace Bourbon, 
where meetings of all parties were held 
during the afternoon. The Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies will assemble in 
electoral congress at Versailles at 1 p.m. 
on Wednesday next, for the purpose of 
electing a successor. 

The police inquiry late this afternoon 
resulted in obtaining the following facts 
in regard to the assassin’s movements 
previous to the crime: Santo missed the 
train running direct to Lyons from Cette 
on Saturday, and had to go to Montpe- 
lier and thence to Vienna. From there 
he was unable to pay his fare on the train 
to Lyons, and, having only 60 cemtimes in 
his pocket, was obliged«to walk thirty 
miles. He arrived at Lyons the same 
afternoon. 

When the police rescued the prisoner 
from the mob, after he had stabbed the 
President, his clothes were torn to shreds, 
and it was found necessary to sew them 
together at the police station. Santo was 
confined in a cell in the prison of the 
Palace of Justice at Lyons. The body of 
the late President will possibly be placed 
on a train for Paris tonight, and may ar- 
rive in this city early tomorrow morning. 

The Senate was crowded this evening 
when the President, M. Challemel-Laccur, 
made an address expressive of the Sen- 
ate’s feeling at the- death of M. Carnot. 
“Europe,” he said, “is appreciating the 
nobleness and strength of his character, 
and shares in France’s grief.” 

The speaker then voiced the sentiment 
and condolence with the family, saying: 
“If any man’s innate goodness should 
have guarded him from hatred and fanati- 
cism, it was President Carnot. The crime 
has strengthened our energetic resolve to 
defend the fundamental rules of society 


and to prevent outrages upon human 
life.”

Nearly all Italian cafes and restaurants 
have been closed. But if the feeling 
against Italians is strong, the sentiment 
of hatred with which the majority regard 
the Anarchists is still stronger. Mur- 
derer Santo has boldly asserted that he 
is an Anarchist. It is reported that the 
police are convinced that the assassina- 
tion of Carnot is the result of a plot. 
The weapon used by the murderer was 
a long, triangular blade of the stiletto 
pattern. Upon the blade are engraved 
the words, ‘‘Record of Toledo.’’ The sheath 
of the weapon is of velvet, with red and 


black stripes. President Carnot’s last 
words were: “Thank. you, my friends, 
thank you.’ It is believed that ex- 


Premier Casimir-Perier, now President 


of the Chamber of Deputies, has the best 


chance of succeeding the late President. 
Challeme!l Lacour, President of the Sen- 
ate; Caviagnac, Depuy, Brisson, Constans 
and Gen. Saussier are also mentioned.

AT LYONS. 


Italian Cafes Wrecked by the Mob—The 
President’s Remains. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

LYONS, June 25.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The mob this evening set fire to several! 
of the Italian cafes. A commissary of 
police begged the crowd to respect the 


affliction of Mme. Carnot, but the rioters 


replied with shouts of, “We will avenge 


“Carnot.” 


Were it not for the presence of the 
overwhelming force of troops stationed in 
and about the city, there is little doubt 
that the mob would have attacked the 
Palace of Justice and wrought vengeance 
upon the murderer. Mourning emblems 
are worn by nearly every man, woman and 
child in the city, and no dwelling seems 
too poor to display the emblems of grief. 

During the day a mob, inchuding a 
number of members of the various gym- 
nastic, societies who had arrived in this 
city to take part in the fetes; began to 
gather about the Cafes Casti, Nattosi and 
Maderni and about the Italian quarter. 
Another large crowd gathered about the 


hall where the well-known Italian Har- 


a pen, but when it was placed in his. hand 
he was too weak to write.

The body of M. Carnot was this evening 
placed on a train that will convey it to 
Paris. After prayers for the dead had 
‘been offered, the casket containing the 
remains was carried out and placed on a 
gun-carriage. While this was being done 
salutes of the artillery were fired, trump- 
ets were sounded and drums were beaten. 
All civil and military honor was shown 
the dead. The square in front of the Pre- 
fecture was densely thronged, as were 
all the streets leading to the railway sia- 
tion. Troops and gendarmes' kept 
route clear. 

The procession that followed included 
Lyons and a large number of delegations 
from different cities and towns. Every 
man along the line of march removed his 
hat as the body passed by him. The peo- 
ple who had heretgfore stood reverent and 
mute before the nation’s martyr, when 
the body had passed gave vent to their 
pent-up excitement and rage. Everywhere 
could be heard cries of ‘‘Long live Car- 
not, and death to his murderer." 

Upon, the arrival of the cortege at the 
railway station the casket was tenderly 
lifted from the carriage and conveyed into 
a saloon carriage. The remains were at- 
tended to by the officers of M. Carnot’s 
military household, who had accompanied 
him to Lyons. In another carriage were 
Mme. Carnot and her three sons. A large 
crowd was assembled about the station 
and as the train started on its journey 
for Paris, many signs of deepest emotion 
were displayed. 

The troops are still held in reserve un- 
der arms at their barracks. A com- 
pany of infantry is also held in reserve

President Cleveland Discusses the Offer of 
the New Yerk Banks.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The President 
today, in “speaking of the financial: situa- 
tion, said to an Associated Press reporter: 
“The offer of certain of the .New York 
banks to replace from their vaults the 
gold withdrawn from the government 
treasury for shipment abroad is certainl 
thoughtful and patriotic, It.not only ten 
to maintain the treasury gold reserve in 
good condition but adds to the stock of 
popular confidence, which is at all times 
important. The elements which make up 
our actual situation do not justify any ap- 
prehension, and the administration still 
adheres to its pledge and determination to 
protect our national credit at all hazard 


and to keep the quality of our mioney | 


equal to the best, so far as the limits 
of executive legislation permits. 

‘“T assume, however, that there is too 
much patriotism among our people and 
too much familiarity with our resources 
and capabilities to ‘permit our reserved 
force and financial vigor to be discredited. 
When the last government bonds” were 
‘issued to replenish our, stock of gold it 
wes nearly as low as .now, while out- 
side of our gold we had as available 
money, to pay ordinary expenses of the 
government only about $19,000,000. We 
now have, besides our gold, and in 
‘money applicable to government expenses, 
more than $53,000,000. 

“I understand it is charged in certain 
quarters that the payment of matured 


$50,000,000 or $55,000,000. This is not true. 
We are paying as we, go, in the usual 
way. Last year up to June the balance 
against us arising from the exports and 
imports of merchandise, excluding gold 
‘and silvér, was $64,552,040. The balance 
in our favor for the same period this 
year, will be $62,940,562, representing a 
change in our favor of $127,512.67. These 
conditions, taken in consideration with the 
willingness of our banks to help the 
treasury during any temporary and un- 
usual drain of gold, ought to satisfy the 
most conservative of our safety.”’ 


ZELAYA FAVORABLE.

_ Made Statements. 
Details of the Attempted Stage 
_ Robbery Near Milton. 


Keener, the Wounded Highwayman, 
Committed Suicide. 


‘The Case of Antone Vital—Arrest of a Puget 

Sound Character for Murder—Real 
Estate Men Organize— 
Other Notes.

here awaiting trial for atempting to rob 
the train on the Milton road on May 19, 
have confessed to Sheriff Thorn their par- 
ticipation in-the erime, Bierer weak- 
‘ened first. Yesterday he signified his 
willingness to tell all he knew about the 
affair. His statement was reduced to 
writing and when Dowdel today was 
confronted With it he concluded to tell all 
he knew as the most promising way of 
securing leniency. 
Twp robbers were seen by the passen- 
gers on the stage. One, John Keener, 
‘was shot by Messenger Hendricks, and 
the other concealed on the opposite side 
of the road, poured a.load of buckshot 
into the stage, wounding Miss Maria Bun- 
ney and T. T. Hume, passengers. The 
wounds of neither proved to be serious. 
It was thought ‘that there was a third 
robber on the scene. The confessions 
show that, though Bierer was an accom- 
plice and assisted in planning and pre- 


spot when the robbery occurred: Bierer, 
it seems, becamé alarmed at the evident 
bloodthirstiness of Keener, and, on the 
day before the robbery, left his compan- 
ions and went to work on a ranch, 
Dowdle corroboratéd Bierer’s story, and 
gives details concerning the actual hold- 
up. He admits that he was the man who 
fired into the stage, and makes an inter- 
esting statement, showing that Keener, 
after being wounded by Messeger Hen- 
dricks, killed himself with a pistol. Bierer 
in his confession gives his age as 25, 
and says that he was born in Armstrong 
c@unty, Pa. He left there for Kansas 
six years ago, and one year later came 


“he resided until April 25 of this year when 
he came to Angels with Dowdle, whom he 
had kriown for some time. He had be- 
come acquainted with Keener at Fresno. 

“Keener told Dowdle and myself that 
was &@ Cchafice for a hold-up game 
at Angels,” said Bierer, ‘“‘and proposed 
that we do the job, to which we agreed. 
After prospecting at Angels we found that 
there was nothing in the hold-up game and 
looked around for some other job. Keener 
suggested robbing a store, but we gave 
that up. Dowdle and myself went to Mur- 
phys to look for an opportunity to make 
a raise there. Afterward we returned 10 
Angels and informed Keener that ere 
was nothing in sight. Under Keener’s in- 
structions, on May 5 we went to Sonora 
and purchased a donkey, also provisions, 
and from this time until May 18 camped 
on. 
Angels I told Keener where Dowdle and 
I were camped. eee | 

‘Keener said that he had a job for us. 
He said that he had about given us up, 
and that if we not turned up.soon he 
would have got some crackers and cheese 
and gone out on the road and held up a 
stage himself. 

“T returned to our camp with Keener 
that night. We took with us two shotguns 
and three six-shooters. We arrived at 
camp about midnight on May 10, and left 
camp early on May 11 and went to Val- 
lecito. We camped one and a half miles 
.from Wermouth’s ranch that night. 

‘“‘We remained there until Thursday, 
May 17, On Wednesday, May 16 I went 
to Vallecito and bought six sticks of giant 
powder and caps.and fuse for Keener and 
Dowdle. I returned next morning and 
gave the powder to Keener, who said: ‘We 
will hold up the stage in the morning.’ 
I said that so much robbery was going on 
that there would be a messenger aboard, 
and Keener said that if there was he would 
dump him. He said he would as soon 
kill him as not. I told him that I did not 
want to do any killing, dnd left the camp 
between 2 and 3 o’clock on May 18. J] 
told Keener that.I was going to work at 
March’s place, which I did.’’ | 

The confession of Dowdle fully and com- 
pletely corroborates Bierer. However, he 
gave all the details of the attempted 
robbery. He acknowledges being the man 
who fired into the the stage, and that 
the hat found by the roadside was his. 
He said: “After Messenger Hendricks had 
shot down Keener and the stage had 
driven off, Keener called to me and told 
me that he could not live. He asked me 
to take his pistol and kill him, which I 
refused to do. Keener said: ‘Then you 
get away.’ I left, and after getting away 
two or three hundred yards I heard a shot 
from Keener’s pistol. I think he killed 
himself.’’ 

Dowdle said that he was born in Vi- 
salia in 1863, and had known Keener fif- 
teen years and Bierer about a year. 


SUSPECTED OF MURDER. 


Arrest of a Well-known Character of the 
Puget Sound Country. 
associated Press Leased-wire 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) June 25.— 
Jack Boyd, a well-known character of 
Puget Sound, is under .arrest, charged 
with the murder of Warde Hesse, a 
young bricklayer, who eloped from here 
last summer with a South ~ Island 
Princess nam se, daughter of a 
Tahitian King. 

The police claim to/have-positive evi- 
dence that Hesse burglarized a house 
in this city last winter. Among the plun- 
der taken was a nickel-plated pistol, 
which several people claim to have seen 
in Hesse’s possession. 

Subsequently Hesse got hold of some 
money and started down the sound in 
a sloop, accompanied by Boyd, who after- 
ward reported that Hessé had accidently 
fallen overboard and was drowned. Later 
Boyd sold the stolen pistol to a merchant 
at Coupeville. Three chambers of the 
pistol were empty and bore evidence of 
fresh powder-marks. Boyd at first denied 
having had the pistol, but later admitted 

ion and claimed he got it out of 
the water after Hesse’s drowning. 

Two weeks later an almost decomposed 
corpse came ashore at the entrance to 
Victoria Harbor with its throat cut and 
three bullet holes in the back. The bul- 
lets extracted corresponded with those 
used in the stolen pistol, and the cloth- 
ing greatly resembles Hesse’s apparel 
which proves to the satisfaction of the 
police that Boyd murdered Hesse, robbed 
him and cast the body overboard. -

BRUTALLY MURDERED. 


Horrible Death of an Old Woman at 
California.

JACKSON, June 25. — Mrs. Mary E. 
Mushett, a widow 73 years old, was found 
dead in her garden about thirty feet 
from the front door under circumstances 
which leave no room to doubt that she 
was brutally murdered.

LEONARD MUST STAND TRIAL. 


The Supreme Court Rules Against His 
Demurrer.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 25.—The Su- 
preme Court decided today that ex-Man- 
ager W. L. Leonard of the Bank of Santa 
Clara must stand trial on a second charge 
‘of embezzlement. The action of the lower 
court sustaining a demurrer to the indict- 
ment was reversed.

WARLIKE JAPAN, 
The Corean Situation Grows More ‘Serious

Associated Press Leased-wire Servicé, 
VICTORIA (B. C.,) June 25.—Private let- 
ters from Japan received here state that 
the whole country is in turmoil and ex- 
citement, and preparations for war are 
being made on every hand. No one thinks 
for a moment that Japan would dare to 
measure her strength against China’s 
countless millions, unless sypported by 
an important European power, and endless 
speculations are indulged in as to the iden- 
tity of the power behind the Mikado’s 
throne. 
The casus belli, of course, is the Corean 


| affair, rapidly developing into an insur- 


rection of large propertions, after Kim- 
ok-Kiun’s merciless’’murder, and. it is 
now learned that the leader of the rebels 
who have driven the King of Corea from 
his throne, and are now marching upon 
Seoul, his capital, if they. have not al- 
ready entered it, is no other than Kim 
Pan Kiun, a younger brother of Kim 
Ok Kiun, who took no part in the revolu- 
tion started by his brother ten years ago, 
but who since his death has emerged 
from prisom, where, for nine years, he has 
been confined, and has taken his place as 
the leader of the avenging bands. He .is 
.said to be no less able than his brother, 
and ‘possesses magnetic influence over his 
‘fierce followers. 

‘Latest advices from the scene of the 
trouble were the effect that China, 
has, during the six months past, been 
sending soldiers into Corea in disguise, un- 


til she now has a force there of fully ten 


thousand men. For these 15,000 starids 
of arms and 200,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion have just been shipped on a Chinese 
warship, for the ostensible use of the 
“Corean government.” 

Telegraph wires from Seoul, Jinson and 
other Corean cities are under Chinese con- 
trol, and hence ‘it fs only occasionally 
that the truth of the situation is allowed 
to slip through. A telegram from Jinson, 
which broke off abruptly at 9 o’clock on 
June 6, conveyed information to Tokio 
that one American, one British, two Chi- 
nese and one unknown foreign warship 
were there, and that the Chinese cruisers 
had 3000 troops in marching order. This 
same telegram announced that the Rus- 
sian troops had crossed thé frontier to 
the number of several thousand, and that 
the. rebels had entered Seoul, driving the 
government officials to Jinson. 

The Chinese government maintains that 
its only object in sending troops is to re- 
store and preserve order, and that it 
will heartily co-operate with Japan in this 
direction. This cegtention, however, is 
scoffed at in Japa’ here all the navy- 
yards are working night and day, and 
soldiers are drilling on every public 
square. 

On the day the mail left eight Japanese 
papers, including the Nichi-Nichi, the paid 
government organ, the Kokai and the 
Tokio Asahi, were suspended, under arti- 
cle 22.of the press regulations, and a 
proclamation was issued in the Official 
Gazette, prohibiting newspapers and mag- 
azines from inserting any notice regarding 
the moving of troops, disclosing military 
or naval secrets, or hinting at the plans of 
aperatian of the army or navy. This proc- 
lamation bears the signatures of Counts 
Oyama and Saigo, Ministers of War and 
of the navy, respectively. 

Within the first fortnight of June, Japan 
equipped nine men-of-war, including the 
Yoshino Kahn, her latest. acquisition from

MARSEILLES, June 25.—All the ships 
in the old and-new ports are draped in 
mourning.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—SENATE.—

subject of prayer by Rev. Mr. Millburn in 
the Senate. Senator Morgan, chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, of- 
fered the following: 

“Resolved, that the Senate of the United 
States unites with the American people in 
expressing to the people of France sorrow 
and sympathy in the national bereave- 
ment they. are suffering from the cruel 
blow of an assassin which was aimed at 
the peace of France and fell upon the 
heart of President Carnot; and, as a mark 
of respect due to the memory of the wise, 
virtuous and patriotic President of the Re- 
public of France, the Senate will, at the 
close of this proceeding, stand adjourned 
until tomorrow at 10 o’clock. 

“Second, that the President of the United 
States is requested to communicate this 
expression of national sorrow to the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of France and to 
Mme. Carnot.”’ 

Senator Morgan, in a brief speech, re- 
ferred to the patriotism of the people of 
the French republic and the: cordiality of 
the relations between the two republics. 
At 10:30 o’clock the Senate adjourned. 
immediately ad- 
journed after adopting the following, of- 
fered by Mr. McCreary, chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs:

“Any person or persons being Anarch- 
ists, as defined by the first section of 
this act, who shall attempt the life of 
any person holding office, elective or ap- 
pointive, under the Gonstitution and laws 
of the United States, or who shall at- 
tempt the destruction of buildings or other 
properties, where the loss of life of any 
such official would be the probable result 
of such destruction of buildings or other 
property, shall, upon trial and conviction 
of such offense in any circuit or district 
court of the district where such offense 
was attempted, be sentenced to death by 

nging, which sentence shall be executed 

y the marshal of the district, in accord- 
ance with the sentence of the judge be- 
fore whom the case was tried.”’

Oscar Neebe Thinks the Assassination Un- 
necessary—Bloodthirsty Greif.

._ CHICAGO, June 25.—Oscar Neebe, who

tion that this world must pass through. 
All Europe has a volcano under it, and it 
is only a question of time until the great- 
est revolution the world ever saw will 
break out there. Carnot’s death may be 
the starting point. : 

“This incident may be followed by 
scenes compared with which those of the 
commune were tame.

A YOUTHFUL BUTCHER. 
He Kills a Man Because He Was Paid to 
Do So 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. | 

PARIS, June, 25.~(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Assizes Court of Aix-les-Baines has 
just had before it one of the most extra- 
ordinary cases which can be found in the 
annals of crime. The accused was a boy 
16 years of age, named Francois Berthol- 
lier, who was charged with the murder of 
a@ man named Blanchard. 

Berthollier did not deny the crime, but: 
made the curious defense that he had 
killed his victim not only with the latter’s 
consent, but in tesponse to his pressing re- 
quest. The following extract from his ex- 


“amination by the president of the court 


gives his version of the crime: 

Prisoner. On the day of the arrival of 
the Russians Blanchard and I went to 
Toulon. On the way he told me how mis- 
erable he was and how much he desired . 
to end his life. For several hours he 
tried to pursuade me to deliver him from 
his miseries. 

President. Did you not ask him why he 
did not commit suicide? 

Prisoner. He said that he had not the 
necessary courage, and that he had re- 
ligious scruples. Two days later he came 
to my room and awakened me, saying: 

“Francois, I count on you for today; I 
want to get it over before evening.’’ I was 
much astonished. He added: “I will sign 
a bill for f.1800, which you will get from 
a notary at Carpentias.”’ 

President. So this sum of f.1800 *aused 
you to consent? — 

Prisoner. I went down stairs and bought 
a bill-stamp for 60 centimes and drew out 
the bill, which he signed. Then we went 
to Joillette to take the tramway. While 
waiting for it we went into a cafe where 
Blanchard made me drink several glasses 
of peppermint. Then he gave me 60 cen- 
times to buy a knife in a shop. When 
we were on the tramway he said to me: 
“Smoke as much as you can, it. will 
stupefy you.’\ At Estequa we again went 
into a cafe, wittge he made me drink four, 
or five absinthes! Then we continued our 
route for some time, when suddenly 
Blanchard, stopped, saying: ‘‘This place 
will do.”’ We then went under the bridge 
which is there. Blanchard undressed and 
bandaged his eyes with a handkerchief. 

President. Did Blanchard lay down 
himself on the stones there? - 


Prisoner. Yes, Monsieur. 

President. How many blows did you 
give him? 

Prisoner. Four... He then told me: 


“Strike me several times so that I won’t 
suffer. Strike in preference on the tem- 
ples and where the jugular vein is; my 
death will be easier.’’ 

President. You certainly followed his 
counsels well. Your hand struck with a 
dexterity that professional assassin 
might envy. Did Blanchard die at once? 

Prisoner. Yes. He raised himself up 
slightly and gave a sigh; that was all. I 
had some blood on my hands, so I went 
and washed them in the sea which is about 
two miles away. 

President. Then you 
qua? 

Prisoner. Yes. I stopped at a shooting- 
gallery where I fired some shots to divert 
myself. 

President. And did you not feel remorse 
—any terror? 

Prisoner. - Yes, a little. 

The jury decided that the prisoner had 
acted without discernment and acquitted 
him. The court, however, ordered him to 
be kept in a reformatory until the age of 
twenty years.

“What can be done with the ordinary 
primary under the best conditions can be 
told by those who stuffed ballot-boxes for 
pure politics in the Sullivan-Dwyer pri- 
mary of two years ago. What can be done 
at the worst will be remembered by thase 
who watched the Buckley primaries when 
the boss was first capturing control of the 
party. 

“The postoffice plan has the strong merit 
of putting a complete check on the meth- 
ods by which primaries have been carried 
in the past. The plan as outlined makes 
no change in the earlier steps toward get- 
ting out a vote. The organization of clubs 
and the enrollment of voters is carried on 
as heretofore. The difference comes in 
the voting and the counting of ballots.

The American Constitution 
should be studied in our schools, and all 
the “principles which underlie it and are 
inherent in it should be made as famil- 
iar as the alphabet to every student. We 
can no longer be blind to the fact that 
the enemies of progress are at work 
seeking to stay the onward march of 
American civilization as represented in 
our highest ideals. Our public schools, 
properly conducted, are the strongest bul- 
wark of our national life.

should be fostered, and here they should 
be trained to become the unconquerable 
defenders of the republic.

Councilman Nickell moved that when 
the Council adjourn it do so till 10 
o’clock Friday morning. 

The Mayor returned, without his, signa- 
ture, a contract ‘with William L. Younger, 
for the piping of zanja No. 3, along 
Wolfskill avenue, between Third and 
Seventh streets. It was explained that. 
there was an error in the wording of the 
contract, and it was thereupon referred 
to the City Attorney for correction.

The price 
at which the oil iq sélling ig equivalent to 
having coal at $3 per tofi, ard so the oil 
is a great benefit to the city. — 

E. L. Dohehey spoke at;some length in 
favor of not restricting the business. He 
declared that to paés an ordinance such 
as proposed that’ wotild not permit the 
Operation of an oil well in any block 
without the consent of a majority of the 
property owners in such block would cause 
a distinction in favor of the rich and 
against the poor.

Thomas Brooks being . sworn, stated 
he thought the. work on the streets was 
done as well as on other streets: He had 
had no allowance made him by the con- 
tractors. 

Mrs. Brooks, being, sworn, stated she 
thought the work was well done. She ad- 
mitted she had formerly protested against 
some of the work on the street, but since 
that was replaced by work that was bet- 
ter, she had withdrawn the protest. 

C. E. Milner, the inspector, stated that 
he inspected nearly all of the work, and 
the part he inspected he accepted as up-to 
specifications.

in next to their property. 

Mr. Galbraith argued that if the estab- 
lishment of oil wells is unrestricted the 
result may be serious. — 

M. W. Turner stated that the oil found 
in this city contains no gasoline nor ben- 
zine, and will not éasily ignite. It is in- 
flammable only when great heat is applied 
to it. The oil, he believed, had solved the 
problem of cheap fuel for the city, and if 
Los Angeles is to be developed as a man- 
ufacturing rather than a residence town, 
the oil industry should be fostered. 

City Attorney McFarland stated that 
he lives not far from the district, and 
knows ‘the smoke that comes from the en- 
gines used in working the pumps to be 
large in volume. The combustion is im- 
perfect and the fumes from some of the 
engines are very offensive. 

J. T. Sheward stated he had been 
through the oil district, and had found 
the conditions resulting from the fumes 
to besvery unpleasant. 

Mn Bailey argued that the oil indus- 
try has nearly doubled the value of a good 
deal of property, a. 

On motion further action on the matter 
was postponed till 10 a.m. next Friday. 

THE MERCHANTS’ TAX. . 

M. L. Graff, Esg., was heard in behalf 
of a delegation of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, which delegation had been wait- 
ing all the afternoon for the disposition of 
other matters which came first, so that 
the delegation could be heatd. =| 

Mr. Graff stated in brief the circum- 
stances connected with the petitign pre- 
sented by the association several ‘months 
ago, asking that the license tax, in so far 
as it affects the eager ded of the city, 
be repealed. He stated that the question 
of the various merchants contributing 
sufficient so that the sum’ thus raised 
could be used to test the legality of the 
license ordinance had been considered. 
The’ merchants, however, d@ not wish to 
have any conflict with the Council. It 
would be unpleasant and they wish to 
avoid it if possible 

Councilman Rhodes stated that several 
months ago it: was agreed on the part 
of the Council that if possible the tax 
would be taken off. The Council, how- 
ever, finds it difficult to arrange to collect 
enough money to run the city government 
without the license tax.

__ Mr. Graff said that if the merchants de- 
cided not to pay the tax any longer the 
Council will have two alternatives. One 
of these would be to take the matter into 
the courts by suing: each merchant who 
proceeds to. do business without taking 
out the necessary license, for the amount 
which he has declined to pay, The other 
alternative would be to arrest those who 
fail to pay and try them in the -Police 
Court for violation of the orainance which 
would, of course,.be unpleasant. It is, he

After the gentlemen had left the cham- 
ber Mr. Sheward was asked if, when he 
stated he would never pay another license 
such as was under discussion, he meant 
he would not pay a license for July. To 
that he replied, it was what he meant. 

Asked what the merchants would - do 
next, Mr. Sheward did not answer di- 
rectly, but gave the significant reply that 
the merchants had engaged an attorney. 
As many as 98 per cent. of the merchants, 
he said, have signed an agreement: not 
to pay the tax after this month. 

After the merchants had left Council- 
man Manson moved to rescind the reso- 
lution adopted by the Council some time 
ago whereby no more streets are to be 
improved under specifications No. 5. 
Adopted.

REDLANDS, Juné 254-(Spettal Cofrespona- 


ence.) Dr. J. M. Wheat, secretary of the 
City Board of Health, has submitted to the 
Trustees his annual report of the board, and 
it contains some very interesting statistics, 
and, taking everytiing into consideration, 
the city makes a remarkably good showing. 
The number of births over deaths was 45 
per cent., and half the deaths were of non- 
residents, or of persons coming here within 
a short tims prior to their demise and tak- 
ing up their residence here. The statistics 
as. to births are as follows: Whole number 
of births, 91; number still-born, 3; number 
living, 88; boys, 39; girls, 49. The number 
of girls born is greater than that of boys 
The total number of deaths was 63, of 
which 33 were males and 30 females. Con- 
sumption is credited with taking off 27 peo- 
ple, or almost one-half of all those dyin 
here. It is worth noting that every dea 


from consumption was of non-residents, or | 
recent arrivals in the city. Pneumonia was | 


the cause of six deaths, and cholera in- 
fantum of three. The remaining twenty- 
seven cases of death were from twenty- 
three’ different causes. 
There have been just fifty cases of con- 
tagious diseases reported during the year, 
all of them of a mild type, but two result- 
ing fatally. The number of cases of each 
contagious disease were as follows: Scarlet 
fever, 22 cases; typhoid fever, 10; erysipelas, 
3; diphtheria, 4; pneumonia, 8; measles, 3, 
There was one death from typhiod fever and 
one from diphtheria. During the year over 
two hundred cases of alleged nuisances were 
visited, over one hundred of which were real 
nuisances, requiring more than one visit to 


abate.

ANTIQUITY OF SMOKING. 


~ Habit Prevaicnt in Europe Before. To- 
bacco Was Known. 

(Newcastle Chronicle:) In the mortar of the 
tower of Kirkstall Abbey, which fell in the 
year of 1779, Whittaker mentions that several 
little ‘‘smoking pipes’’ were found, showing 
that the smoking of some herb or other was 
in use in England 400 years before tobacco 
was introduced. Dr. Petrie mentions that 


pipes of bronze for smoking are often found * 


in ancient Irish tumuli. In the monument of 
Donough O'Brien, King of Thomond, who 
was killed A.D. 1267, and interred in the 
Abbey of Corcumrae, County Clare, he. is 
represented with a short pipe or dudeen, in 
his mouth. 

t. may be observed that in some very an- 
cient coal workings, which were found under 
Lambton Castle, some thirty’ years ago, 
some of these very old smoking pipes were 
found. And a generation or two ago, not 
far from Lambton, very poor old folks might 
often be seen smoking the common white- 
flowered yarrow, a herb frequently found 
in country .churchyards.

HUNT’S CRIMES. 


He Has on “Three Occasions Attempted to 
Commit Murder. 
Since his incarceration for the attempted 
robbery of the Colorado miner, Samuel 
Holroyd, a number of more dr less thrill- 
ing incidents ‘in connection with the ca- 
reer of Henry Hunt, alias F. H. Day, 
have cropped out. 
Yesterday morning he was identified by 
F. N. Senteney, now a resident of Gar- 
dena, but formerly a deputy United States 
marshal at Prescott, Ariz., as the man 
whom he arrested in 1876 for an attempt 
to murder W. R. Methven, but who sub- 
sequently broke jail and escaped. He 
was then considered an’ “all-round bad 
man,’’ who would stop at nothing. 
It also transpired that before being 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life he 
expressed the determination, if an op- 
portunity occurred, to return to El Monte 
and kill W. R. Dodson, at whose saioon 
he killed Officer Gillis in 1881. 
Shortly after his return to this city, 
upon being pardoned, he visited El Monte 
and called upon Dodson. Mindful of 
Hunt’s thredt, Dodson grasped his vis- 
itor’s outstretched hand with such ef- 
fusion and held on to it for so long when 
they greeted each other as to cause Hunt 
to inquire the reason. Dodson’s sons 
promptly covered him with pistols before 
enlightening him, and their father re- 
laxed his grip, but Hunt’s nerve was 
equal to the emergency, for he laughingly 
announced that he had merely called 
upon Dodson. to tell him that the man 


“who told him that he was looking for 


him ‘‘with blood in his eye’* was misin- 
formed, and, turning on his heels, eT, 
strolled away. 

L. H. Whitson of this city, who was 
formerly a guard at Folsom Prison when 
Hunt was confined there, said that he 
was regarded as one of the worst men in 
the prison. On two occasions he tried to 
murder a man named Cassiday, against 
whom he had a grudge. One one occasion 
he attacked Cassiday with a spittoon, and 
would undoubtedly have beaten the man’s 
brains out if help had not promptly ar- 
rived. 

With his prison record, as well as his 
general bad reputation before his incar- 
ceration, the authorities are wondering 
how he came to secure a pardon.
